CANADA ABLAZE WITH THE MILI-

A Determination to Crush Riel’s Reballion in the

Toronto, Ont., March 29.—Five hundred 
men, selected from the Queen’s Own and the 
Royal Grenadiers, for service in the north- 
west, paraded last night atthe drill shed, in 
heavy marching order. Each man had his 
full kit handed to him, and the city corpora- 
tion supplemented it witha pair of flannel 
drawers, an undershirt and a pair of socks.

Colonel Gray, of the 
Toronto field battery, telegraphed to head- 
quarters offering the services of the battery, 
and received areply stating that if needed 
the government would accept their services.

He says the rebeis approached 
Crozier, who had but seventy-five men, 
with a tiegof truce,and while parlying the fire 
was opened by the rebels from two sides, rak- 
ng the police and volunteers on both flanks. 
They responded with rifles and cannon, and 
forty rebels, at least, must have fallen under 
their fire, and as many more were wounded. 
Riel’s emissary is under arrest at Port Pitt, 
for inciting the Indians on the Saskatchewan 
reservation to revolt, News has 
been received also that the 
Crees are in council at Poundmakers 
reserve, and that the Indians are about start- 
ing on the warpath.

It is expected 
that he will recover. Colonel Herbinger is with 
the column at Thannoi, The French evacuated 
thelr positions without molestation from the Chi- 
pese. Provisions and ammunition are plentiful 
at Dong Dang. The military stores at Chu will 
suflice for ali the needs of the French. 

The telegrams maintain absolute silence re- 
carding the French losses. The cabinet has 
decided to dispatch reinforcements to Ton- 
quin immediateiy, and to askin the chamber 
of deputies credit of $40,000,000; half for the 
ministry of war and half for the ministry 0! 
marine.

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MURDER BY LAMPLIGHT. 


A FAITHLESS WIFE’S PART INA 
TERRIBLE TRAGEDY, 


She Holdsthe Lamp While Her Paramour Sends a 
Bullet Through Her Sleeping Husband's 
Dreast—The Mystery Surrounding the 
4 flair, and its Final Clearing Away. 


Sr. Lovrs, Mo., March 29.—Inc July, 1883, 
Mack W. Wilkinson, a well-to-do and promi- 
nent farmer of Pike county, living a few 
miles from Clarksville, was murdered at night 
in his own house. For a time the affair was a 
profound mystery and attracted much atten- 
tion. Rumor pointed to Mrs. Wilkinson ,and 
Wesley Gibson, a young man, a nephew of the 
dead man, as the authors of the awful deed. 
The two were arrested and tried 
hut no evidence found, and they were dis- 
charged. A few weeks prior to the old man’s 
death he made his will, bequeathing 
his property to his wife, who 
was a woman of fine appearance 
and in the prime of life. It was discovered 
that Gibson and the woman had been perhaps, 
more intimate than they should have been; 
also that the relations of the husband and wife 
had not been of the most pleasant charactef, 


and notwithstanding the discharge of the two, 
everybody seemed to believe them guilty of 
the crime. 

Since that time, nine months ago, detectives 
have been at work, and to-day young Gibson 
makes a full confession, acknowledging having 
been one of a party of three who murdered 
theold man. Hesays Mrs. Wilkinson and 
himself conspired to get him to make his will 
aud erranged that they would kill him, get h's 
property and money and go away and live to- 
gether. This was done. 

There was a negro named Wilson at work on 
the farm who didn’t like Wilkinson any too 
well. Gibson hired the negro, he says, to kill 
the old man. He loaded a navy revolver and 
gave ittothe negro, who went to the old 
man’s room at midnight, placed 
the revolver at his breast and 
fired, Gibson holding a lamp. The man never 
knew what burt him. The pistol and the old 
man’s pocketbook were buried in the garden, 
where they were found. The negro and Mrs. 
Wilkinson are now under arrest. ‘There is 
some talk of lynching young Gibson. It seems 
that since theawful deed Mrs. Wilkinson has 
discarded the young man, all of which aided 
the detectives in securing his full contession 
of the crime.

A Winter Climate that has its Faults, 
From the Philadelphia Press. 

This bripgs me to speak about my experi- 
ence of the climate of Manitoba. The varia- 
tions of temperature was very great. I have 
seen the thermometer stand at 125 degrees in. 
side a tent in summer, and at 58 degrees below 
zero, or 90 degrees below freezing point, 
outside the housein winter. Such Arctic cold 
would be unendurable if theair were not so 
wonderfully dry and clear, and often very 
still, that it dees not seem half as coldas it 
really is. Then the changes of weather are 
not generally very sudden; the heat and 
cold sre very regular, and in midseasons the 
thermometer does not fluctuate much. 

The snow outside our house is from six to 
ten feet deep from November to April. Mocea- 
sins, made by Indians of moose skin, are used 
instead of shoes to cover the feet, which are 
firet cased in several pairs of stockings. 

We were forced to melt snow for the 
water we used last winter. The cold is go in- 
tense that when melted snow water is poured 
from the boiler into a pail end taken at 
once across to the stable, the ice on 
it frequently has to be broken with a 
stick belore the cattle can drink. It is 
rather a common sight to see people part- 
ly frozen. The part affected turns as white as 
marble, and loses all feeling. Unless you see 
yourself in a glass, or are told of it, you are 
not conscious of being frozen. In this plight it 
is best not to-go near a fire, as sudden thawing 
is very painful. People generally try friction, 
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with pareffiia oil. Occasionally, when op 
is frozen, and fay from help, the 
zen, if an extremity, wl-r-?22 p of. year 
amen living about thirty mules from us was 
told that his ear was frozen; he put up his 
hand to feel, and theear dropped off in his 
he Limbs sometimes have to be amputa- 
ted from severe frostbites. My kitten’s ears 
froze and broke off last winter, and a neigh- 
bor’s pony lost its ears in the same way. 

I was surprised when I first found the mus- 
tard freeze in my mustard pot, which stood a 
foot from the kitchen stovepipe, and two feet 
above the stove, where: there was a blazing 
fire all day and every day through the winter. 
Yet the mustard froze between every meal. 
To a woman the most trying partof a winter 
in Manitoba is not its severity—for you live 
in a warm house—but itslength. Snow lay 
cn the ground last season forsix months and 
a balf, and the great lakes were frozen.

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HIS FIRST CENTURY. 


An Indianapolis Man’s Start on a Long 
Life, 

_Isp1axapours, March 29.—Jaemes Hubbartt, 
living a few miles north of the city, celebrated 
hisone hundredth birthday yesterday. He 
wee bornin Delaware March 27,1785. To- 
morrow will be the seventy-sixth anniversary 
of his wedding day. His wife Nancy has 
been dead so long that it seems she must have 
died @ young woman, whereas she lived to 
celebrate her golden wedding, and was her- 
seli a grandmother when she died at the age 
of seyenty-eeven. The Hubbartt stock is 
long-lived. The father of the centenarian 
lived beyond his ninety-ninth year, and a reg- 
iment could be formed almost of members of 
the family who have lived beyond the seven- 
ties. James Hubbartt came to the locality 
where he now lives 51 years ago. The old 
gentleman was in bed to-day from the effects 
of bronchitis contracted last week. He had been 
sitting by the warm stove last week, and went 
out in the cold air to split wood or take a walk. 
In this way his bronchial weakness has de- 
veloped. Of theten children born to James 
and Mary Hubbartt five are still living, and 
forty-nine grandchildren, seventy-four great- 
grendchildren, and seven great-great-grand- 
children arealive. Many of these were pres- 
ent to-day. Father Hubbartt has been a man 
of abstemious habits. He uses no tobacco in 
any shepe, and has no taste for stimulating 
beverages. He has been a lover of milk, 
and this for years has been his principal diet. 
In early life Mr. Hubbartt settled in Ohio, 
In 1810 he settled near Lawrenceburg in what 
wes then Indian territory. It was while he 
was living there that the war of 1812 broke 
out. de enlisted as a ‘‘Ranger.” A block- 
house was built for the protection of the settlers 
against the Indian allies of the British. He 
wes detailed to scout duty, and was not en- 
geged in any of the battles of the war. He 
still draws a pension of $96 per year for his 
servioes against the ‘‘redskins.”’ 

The old man looks his age. He looks like 
old Father Time. He has command of his 
feculties. He has been a great reader, and up 
to last week has carefully scanned the news- 
papers. One day last week he threw the pa- 
per aside, saying that he was ‘‘tired of read. 
ing aboutold Hendricks,” and there didn’t 
secm to be else in that issue. For 
years he wag totally blind, but a surgical 
opeartion restored his eyesight. 1n polities 
he has been anti-democratic. First he 
wes a whig, and since the organization 
of the republican party he has voted the 
straight ticket. He has voted for every presi- 
dent since and including James Monroe in 
1816. He has preserved a fac simile of every 
ticket he ever voted, andthe collection is of 
no little interest and value, secing that he has 
never been known to miss an election, national, 
state and county. He has never held a pub- 
lic ofice. He has been a member of.the 
Methodist church since the memory 
of men runneth not to the contrary. 
Among the —_—ireiics which he has 
preserved in a basket in which his mother, as 
a schoolgirl, carried her dinner in. the revolu- 
tionary time; a gourd 150 years old, used in 
ye olden timeas a pepper and spice holder; 
acun dial, which auswered for a timepiece in 
his boyhood days, and many Indian relies. 
The old gentleman it was feared would die 
to-day in the excitement of his birthday, but 
he is better te-night, and will be able to cele- 
brate the seventy-sixth anniversary of his 
murriage to-morrow in fair health.

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FLOATING GARDENS. 
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One of the Natural Wonders of Mexico. 

Nexico Letter to Baltimore Anrerican. 
We visited the celebrated floating gardens. Re- 
ling these renowned floating islands or gar- 
8, the reader can forma correct idea of them 
from the iollowing iines written upon the sudject 
by a distinguished English traveler: 

“When a tract of vegetation composed of reeds, 
water-plants and bushes, interwoven and laced 
together, becomes so densethat it will bear a 
superstructure strips of turf twenty tothirty yards 
long by two yards wide, arecut from some suit- 
able firm place, floated to it down the canal and 
leid upon it; thisis repeated several times, and 
thus an island is securely raised two to three feet 
above the level of the water: a little soil is spread 
overit andit becomesa chinampa, or floating 
garden,on which Indian corn, vegetables and 
flowers are grown. The gardens vary in size from 

) to 200 feetin length, and from 20 to 100 in 
width, according to the nature of the vegetation 
which supports them.’’ 

To secure these gardens in their proper places 
long willow poles are driven through them into 
the ground below, where they soon take root. The 
poles also throw out roots into the beds of the 
floating gardens, and so hold them steady. 

We took a line of street cars and were landed 
near an old Spanish bridge, alongside of which we 
found anumber of miserable flatboats covered 
with awniogs,with aseat on each side covered with 
red calico. We beld our noses as well as qur breaths. 
On leaving the city the canalislined on both sides 
with beautiful trees of the speciesof the weeping 
willow, only that they are quite tall. The City 
Gate or local customhouse is then passed. here 
are to be seen Many boats laden with lumber, fire- 
wood, vegetables, fruit, flowers, etc, waitiug to 
pay toll. A large daily revenue is derived from 
this source by the government. Thestalwart In- 
dians swiftly pole the boat up the stream forabout 
ten minutes more,and Santa Anita is reached. 
This is an old Indian village, which has under- 
gone few or no _ changes for the last 300 
years, if we except the public school for vere and 
girls, andasmalichurch, Itis a favorite pleasure 
resort for the inhabitants of Mexico, especiall 
during the sutimer months, and is rendere 
doubly attractive by the numerous chinampas or 
floating gardens found in its vicinity. oo which are 

rown in remarkable abundance vegetabies of all 
kinds and beautiful fowers, which are sold for a 

ere trifle. 
The water in the canal was the color of dish- 
water. At Santa Anita we entered a narrow ditch 
just wide enough for our boat. Thelittle boy wao 
pulled the boat with a long pole worked mantul- 
iy. We passed by a number of women washiug 
Clothes on the banks and using a flat stone asa 
washboard. The gardens surprised and pleased 
us. Here wasasmall strip of land of, say 20 feet 
wide by 100 deep, surrounded by water, producing 
the finest of onions, another cabbages, another rad- 
shes, another carrots, another flowers and so on, 
for at least a mile~a succession of the best cualti- 
vated gardens lever saw. These Mexican ladiaas 
are the best gardeners in the world aside froin the 
Germans. Their methods are rude, but they know 
how to cultivate their garden patches. On our 
return we met boat loads of girls and boys sing- 
ing as they slowly glided along. It was not a Vene- 
tian’ scene, but it showed that the brown-shoald- 
ered, black-eyed Indian girl could dream and talk 
of love.

CLAD IN SKINS TAKEN FROM HIS 
UNDERGROUND HOME, 
nee 
4 Ciimipal Living in a Mountain Caveon the Game 
He Eilied—t?he Refuge Revealed by Smoke 
From Wis Fire—Put into Jail at Paterson 
~History of His Careers, Etc. 


From the New York Sun, 

A straggling procession of hoodlums march- 
edup Main street, Paterson, at 6 o’clock on 
Wednesday evening behind a queer looking 
nondescript, in charge of Constable Post, on 
the way tothe jail. His head was covered 
with a shaggy mass of hair and his beard had 
evidently been uncut for years. His hair was 
matted into an inextricable snarl that hung 
down over his shoulders and breast. His feet 
were covered with the rough-cured skin of 
some wild animal. He worea fox skin hat 
and his jacket wes made up of pieces of fur of 
many colors sewed together. His legs were 
encased in skins with the fur side in. and the 
eflect wes startlingly like that of a man who 


had no trousers at all, and whose limbs were 
sadly in need of a bath. His eyes were blood- 
shot and his countenance wore a haggard and 
startled expression. Suspended from his 
shoulders by a broad strap of untanned skin 
was a fur game bag, from which protruded the 
heads and tails of two or three big muskrats. 
He hugged close to his breast a double-barrell- 
ed, did-fashioned shotgun, and a fancifully 
carved wooden powder horn was slung at his 
side. As he walked along he created the 
biggest sort of a sensation. 

The name,ot this man is Andrew O. Riker. 
He was a fugitive trom justice and an outlaw. 
It is alleged that some years ago he was im- 
plicated in the robbery of a postoffice, and at 
the April term of the Paterson court, in 1883, 
he was indicted for an assault on his half- 
witted niece, Jane Riker. At that time he 
lived near the Great Notch, back of Garret 
mountain, where he occupied a wretched cabin 
end his niece washis housekeeper, Riker 
somehow got wind of the indictment against 
him and fled, and noneof the court ollicers 
ever got sight of him until now. 

A few days ago Sheriff McKee learned that 
Riker was hiding somewhere in the Peakness 
mountains. Constable Best was sent to find 
him. He tramped over the mountains several 
days, exploring many caves, of which there 
was apparently noend. On Wednesday after- 
nocn be paused at the top ofa kiln and at a 
little distance, on another hilltop, he no- 
ticed smoke, apparently issuing from the 
ground. He climbed up to the other hill- 
top and found that the smoke 
came from a stovepipe that seemed to be 
sticking out of the solid ground. The consta- 
ble clambered down the side of the hill, and 
for a long time searched in vain for the source 
of the smoke. At last he discovered a narrow 
cleft in the rock, scarcely large enough for a 
man tocrawl through. It was almost hidden 
from sight by a dense growth of underbrush, 
co that one might pass by it a hundred times 
without discovering it. The constable crawl- 
ed into the cleft, and soon found himself in- 
side a cave, where it was as dark as midnight. 

He struck a match and looked about. The 
place was a queerden. There were six or sev- 
en muskrat traps, a lot of skins, some roughly 
cured and others fresh, fish rods, nets, an ol 
rusty gun, two or thr ieces of crockery.and 
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and Post went down into the va!

Post quietly crept up behind bim, 
could almost touch him, betore Riker‘dis 
ered his presence.

This speech served its purpose as weil as if 
the constable had been armed to the teeth. 
Riker dropped his gun, and made no resist- 
ance whatever while he was being handculi- 
ed. Post then discharged both barrels of the 
gun, and made Riker carry it as he marched 
ahead on the way to civilization. It was 
less than six mules from (Paterson, and 
that place was reached before dark, and the 
prisoner was put in jail. 

Constable Post had tried to get some inhabr 
tants of Preakness to go with him asa guide, 
but they had all refused as they were afraid of 
the ‘Terror,’ as they called him. Riker made 
frequent raids on the-henroosts in the vicinity, 
and as he was always armed, the farmers gave 
him a wide berth. He has been living in that 

ave for about two years. He was highly in- 
dignant yesterday because he was not per- 
mitted to take his gun into the cell with 
him. His wooden powder horn is curi- 
cusly carved with various designs of nude fig- 
ures, evidently done with ajackknife. When 
he was stripped it was found that he wore 
three pairs of trousers inside his pantaloons of 
skin. 

Riker was a solder in the war anda pen- 
sioner and it has just been learned that he has 
been in the habit of putting on an old but well- 
kept suit of civilized clothing, and coming to 
Paterson once every three months to draw his 
pension. He was never recognized by any of 
the officers.
